With Graduates' Society

Gales, having completed his 
work with the McGIll-.Graduatés 
Society, is directly responsible to 
the Principal, and jiow has tlie job 
of coordination and planning; all 
the fund-raising activities of Mc- 
Gill. These comprise plans foc^fu- 
tu.re capital campaingns to obtain 
the funds which will be urgently 
necessary, in view of- the great 
bulldine . programme^ confrintins 
tlie University in'order thàt'U may 
play its part ih'-thé education of 
/ the increasinK numbers of young 
people coming up from the high 
schools.

A personal campaign conducted 
by Mr. J. W. McCoiinell, senior go-

: The McGill Associates group 
first brouglit together in 1939 by 
Mr. G. C. McDonald and Mr. Ross 
Clarluon "as an organization com- 
posed of those whose tH>nd of com- 
panionshiD was the common desi- 
re to be of service to McGill" have 
in the intervening twenty years 
contributed a total of |52l,600.

decade" and thé- Board of Gover- 
nors expects thqt Galcï with his 
knowledge of the business commu- 
nity will make a, great contribu- 
tion as Development Officer of Mc- 
.Gill University. 



The Liberals, with 20 of the to- 
tal 40 seats, will attempt to form 
a government in the lOGO McGill 
Model Parliament, which will con- 
vene in the Union Ballroom, to- 
night at 8 pm. 

They plan to introduce "A Bill 
to Ensure Equality of. Access to 
Higher Educatioti," which wilt, 
they hope, be the main topic of 
debate for the session. 

Meanwhile, behind closed doors, 
there have been many rumoured 
meetings between highranking 
GNU'S and Conservatives. The 
object would seem to be a coa- 
lition,/.but at« press-time, the two 
partieThad^not come to an agree- 
ment. Although, they felt any- 
thing was possible, neither seem- 
ed to think that a direct union 
would come abouL - 

LIBERAL PROPOSAL 

The Liberals, in their main 
piece of legislation, advocate that 
the national government establish 
a nationwide total of 15,000 scho- 
larships, each valued at $625. 
distributed on the basis of Pro- 
vincial population. 

A Royal Commission should be 
established - to invofltigate the 
slate of education in. Canada and 
to recommend ways by- which 
donations to education may be 
increased. 

Upon receipt of this report, the 
Government should aid in the ex- 
pansion of University facilities 
in Canada. 

Bob Amaron, last year's Prime 
Minister, and a .PC member of 
the ]96Q~^House, said that the 
Conservatives believe that, any 
bill on education is worthwhile. 
He declined comment^ on ; this 
j>articular bill until, he 'had stu- 
died it further. 

SECRET DOINGS 

There have been many ru- 
hioura of talks between the PC's 
and the GNU, for their combined 
total of 22 scats will outnumber 
the Liberal^. While it is true, 
that' meetings have taken place, 
it is difficult to assess their ac- 
tual outcome. 

Amaron said that "as the Na- 
tional Development Parfy, we 
are in sympathy with the aims 
of the Greater .National Uplift 
party (GNU). : 



When confronted with the co- 
alition question, Morris Fish, a 
prominent GNU, commented 
"there's always a gnu rumour on 
campus. It is quite true that the 
PC's approached us with a view 
to forming a coalition govern- 
ment;- . 
'Usually reliable sources told 
the Daify that<it is unlikely that 
the Liberal Blir will reach the 
floor. This source declined to-- 
.say exactly what the opposition 
lias up its sleeve, but was quite 
certaia_that "an interesting un- 
scheduled motion will be ptit 
forth." 

TONIGHT VyiLL TELL 

Only tonight's meeting will re- 
veal the exact nature of all these 
back-room dealings. Andy J. Ho- 
man, Chairman of the Steering 
Commiltcc ill charge of the affair, 
said that the public is most cor- 
dially invited to support the parly 
of their choice. 

"They can. boo and cheer as 
much as they please, but should 
bear in mihdtthatl^tne sergeant- 
at-arms and his7cironies can and 
will evict anyone who is ovcrexube- 
rant. • ' • 

"The aim of this session Ir to 
.show students how parliament 
functions. Prof. Mallory, Chairman 
of the department of Economicji 
.nnd Political Science will give a 
short talk beforehand, to enlighten 
those present on parliamentary 
procediire." 

CTCM IS BALANCE 

The splinter parties bave taken 
on an important position in* tliese 
dealings. 

lliis is another major source of 
interest, With its four seals, CTCM . 
can swing the balance in cither 
direction. 

Speaking for the CTCM, Sleva 
Roth said "we have been approach- 
ed by. the three major parties! 
with views of coalition. A party 
cauçus will be held at 5 pm. to- 
night to decide our position. At 
this lime, 1 cannot say where we 
lean; all Uiree have made attrac- 
tive offers. We may just go in as a 
separate party, and' vote on 
matters as they come up."

Murray Greenwood, chief re- 
turning officer of the elections, 
told .The Dailu yesterday that an 
average turnout- of about 40% 
is expactcd. There will' be 15 
polls set upl^i^oùoâ^the^ampus, 




each one manned by. one deputy 
returning officer per hour. ' 

Greenwood said that Tuesday 
was chosen for the election be- 
cause it seemed the best day for 
members of all faculties. 

"The elections must.be called 
three weeks in advance," he ex- 
plained, *'and at. that time, taking 
into consideration not. only. Arts 
and Sciences and Ëngiiiéérrng but 
also the other faculties such as 
Graduate Studies and Law, it 
was generally agreed that TuesV 
day is the most favourable day.'.' 

REGULATIONS 
- Voters are cautioned :t^ comp- 
ly exactly with the SEC voting 
regulations. Ballots are to be 
marked with an "X" only, or 
they will be invalidated. In the 
recent Model Parliament elect- 
ions, which were conducted -ac- 
cording to . SEC rules, up to 40% 



of;the ballots had to be,rejected 
because voters either w*ere una- 
ware of or simply chose to igno- 
re the regiilatlons. . ' 

In last November's elections -a' 
total of 41% of the eligible stud- 
ents voted. Architecture led thé 
faculties with 58%, and Law fol- 
lowed closely with 57.%. Arts and 
Sciences, however, lagged badly 
with only 33%. and the Engineers 



fared even worse, 'as only 23%

The 
policy of the US is based on poli- 
tical sentiments and emoUons 
while that of the UK is based on 
shrewd consideration and diplo- 
macy. 

NEGATIVE 

The first speaker for the Nega- 
tive, Hykawy said that the US 
has military leadership and that 
power has always determined 
leadership. There Is, in Britain, a 
high percentage of pacifism — 
many people will say "kave the 
leadership to the US". lUs attitude 
is not nearly so prevalent In the 
United Stales. 

The recent election of a Catho- 
Iw^ Pressent, Kennedy, indicates 
that US poliUcs are not based on 
emotions. 

Nijhowne, the second speaker 
for the affhmatlve, said that the 
leadership of the is shaky 
and Insecure. The US bases its 
leadership upon a negative' pre- 
cept. It has nothing positive to 
offer and Its policy is driven by 
fear. Its only claim to leadership 
is its mere military strength. The 
UK should resume leadership of 
the Western Powers on the basis 
of her Economic security, rela- 
tive rellablllbr, and Influence qn 
and friendship with the free 
countries of the World. 

CONTRADICTION 
The second speaker for the Ne- 
gative, Karplshka, insisted that 
the affirmative had stated Uiat 
the UK had better ideals than 
did the US and that although 
this might be correct it was irre- 
lèvent. The Debate was concern- 
ed with the realistic leadership 
of the West and not the idealis- 
tic leadership of the world. 

Some of the claims of the US 
to the leadership of the Western 
PoWera are Its technological ad- 
vances. Its economy, and its For- 
eign Policy. ■ . .

The intermediate Indian caffers, fresh from overwheU 
minfi: victories in their first two league tilts afirainst Loyola 
and Sir George, will attempt to continué their scourge of 
the league, tonight, when they clash with U of M in th» 
Currie Gymnasium. ' . 



Tliis shapes up as a crucial coo- 
lest since the strong U of M aquad 
is the only team In the "Interme- 
diate Big Four", that tiie unde- 
feated McGUlians 'have,-; not -yet 
encqpntered. The Indlaiis have dis-
